THE  COMMONWEALTH. 


'I  lie  Serenade — Gov.   Pickenf  Speech. 

In  the  evening  about  10  o'clock  a  large 
crowd -of  citizens,  with  a  line  band  of  music, 
formed  in  procession  and  marched  to  the 
Charleston  Hotel,  in  Charleston,  S.  C,  to 
serenade  his  Excellency  Governor  Pickens. 

Alter  the  band  had  played  several  patri- 
otic tunce,  the  crowd  made  long  and  repeat- 
ed calls  for  Governor  Pickens.  The  Govern- 
or at  length  appeared  on  the  balcony,  ac- 
companied by  his  Aids,  Cols.  F.  J.  Moses,  Jr. 
and  R.  .S.  Dttrvea,  and  was  greeted  with 
deafening  applause.  When  the  applause 
had  somewhat  subsided  the  Governor  spoke 
in  substance  as  follows: 

Gentlemen:  lam  in  very  poor  condition 
for  speaking  in  this  open  air,  in  such  a  noisy 
place,  with  the  passing  of  vehicles  before 
us.  But  I  thank  you.  gentlemen,  for  the 
very  kind  manner  in  which  you  have  been 
pleased  to  welcome  uie.  It  is  indeed  a  glo- 
rious and  exulting  occasion  that  has  called 
vou  together.  It  is  an  occasion  well  calcu- 
lated to  awaken  the  proudest  and  most  glo- 
rious feelings  that  can  belong  to  any  tree 
people.  The  events  of  the  last  day  or  two 
are  well  calculated  to  fill  the  heart  with 
gratitude  to  a  superintending  Providence  for 
his  kindness  in  protecting  so  many  brave 
and.  good  men  from  misfortunes  incident  to 
all,  Although,  lellow-citizens,  1  do  not  pre- 
tend to  say  that  the  triumphant  and  victori- 
ous results  are  in  any  degree  scarcely  attrib- 
utable to  anv  skill  of  mine,  yet  I  will  say 
that  there  has  been  no  citizen  in  this  wide 
spread  la.nd,  who  for  the  last  three  months 
has  felt  such  a  deep  and  intense  anxiety  as 
1  have.  There  has  not  been  a  single  day. 
nor  a  single  night,  which  has  passed  over  me 
that  has  n<jt  tilled  my  heart  with  the  deep- 
est anxietv  for  my  beloved  country. 

When  I  reflected  that  so  many  brave  and 
patriotic  young  men,  who,  called  to  the  res- 
cue of  the  State,  were  placed  somewhat  un- 
der my  care,  and  that  they  composed  the 
flbw'tff,  and  the  hope  and  the  pride  of  South 
Carolina.  I  confess  to  you  that of;«n, often  at 
nL'ht.  my  heart  has  sunk  under  me  with  the 
deep  responsibilities  under  which  1  labored. 
I  know  I  have  often  been  blamed  by  the  im- 
petuous and  the  zealous  because  I  have  not 
been  quick  enough  to  attempt  an  attack  up- 
on Suinpter,  and  to  bring  these  young  men 
under  her  raking  fire.  But,  fellow-citizens, 
believe  me  when  I  tell  yon,  I  abstained  be- 
cause I  clearly  saw  that  the  day  was  coining 
when  we  would  triumph  beyond  the  power  of 
man  to  put  us  down.  [Applause.] 

When  I  was  called  upon  to  preside  over 
the  destinies  of  this  State,  after  an  absence 
of  three  or  four  years  from  home,  I  felt  that 
the  heaviest  and  most  painful  situation  of 
my  life  had  come.  But  so  far  as  I  was  con- 
cerned, as  long  as  I  was  Chief  Magistrate  of 
South  Carolina,  I  was  determined  to  main- 
tain our  separate  independence  and  freedom 
at  any  and  at  every  hazard.  [Great  ap- 
plause.] I  felt  that  the  State  was  in  a  pecu- 
liar position;  that  we  were  immediately  and 
at  the  first,  thrown  upon  the  most  scientific 
and  expensive  branches  of  modern  warfare. 
We  were'then  but  ill-prepared  to  meet  the 
sudden  issues  that  might  be  forced  upon  us, 
bo  that  our  cause  had  to  present  firmness 
and  decision  on  the  one  side,  with  great  cau- 
tion and  forbearance.  We  were,  in  fact, 
walking  alone  over  a  dangerous  gulf.  The 
least  misstep  or  wantof  coolness  might  have 
precipitated  our  great  cause  into  endless 
ruin.  With  the  heavy  ordinance  we  had  to 
procure,  and  the  heavy  batteries  that  we 
were  compelled  to  erect,  I. felt  under  these 
circumstances  it  required  time,  exact  calcu- 
lation and  high  science,  and  it  would  have 
been  madness,  it  would  have  been  folly,  to 
have  rushed  the  brave  and  patriotic  men  in 
my  charge  upon  a  work  that  was  pronounc- 
ed the  Gibraltar  of  the  South.  But  when 
the  proper  time  had  come,  when  I  knew  we 
were  prepared,  there  was  not  a  moment  that 
I  was  not  prepared  and  ready  to  strike  the 
blow  for  my  State  and  the  independence  of 
mv  country,  let  it  lead  to  what  it  might,  even 
if  it  led  tp  blood  and  ruin.  [Great  applause.] 
Thank  God  the  day  has  come — thank  God 
the  war  is  open,  and  we  will  conqueror  per 
ish.^  [Renewed  applause]  They  have 
vauntingly  arrayed  their  twenty  millions  of 
men  Against  us;  they  liave  exultinglv  aleo 
arrayed  their  navy,  and  they  have  called  us 
but  a  handful  of  men,  a  weak  and  isolated 
State  full  of  pride,  and  what  they  call  chiv- 
alry, and  with  the  hated  institution  of  slave- 
ry, as  they  supposed  a  source  of  weakness, 
'  too.  but  which,  in  fact,  isa  source  of  strength 
in  war,  and  they  have  defied  us.  But  we 
have  rallied  ;  we  have  met  them,  and  met 
them  in  the  issues  they  have  tendered  in 
their  stronghold,  by  which  they  expected  to 
subjugate  our  country.  *  We  have  met  them 
and  we  have  conquered.  [Great  applause  ] 
We  have  defeated  their  twenty  millions,  and 
we  have  made  the  proud  flag  of  the  stars 
and  stripes,  that  never  was  lowered  before  to 
any  nation  on  this  earth,  we  have  lowered  it 
in  humility  before  the  Palmetto  and  thcCon- 
federate  flags,  and  we  have  compelled  them 
to  raise  by  their  side  the  white  flag,  and  ask 
for  an  honorable  surrender.  [Long  continu- 
ed applause.] 

They  have  surrendered,  and  this  proud 
fortreM  that  was  attempted  to  be  a  fortress 
for  despotism,  has  now  become,  as  its  name 
indicates,  a-  fortress  for  our  independence. 
[Continued  applause.]  Besides  one  of  their 
most  scientific  officers  on  the  26th  of  last 
December  escaped  from  what  he  called  a 
weak  fort  and  untenable,  and  went  over  to 
this  strong-and  powerful  position,  because 
he  could  maintain  himself,  and  because  it 
was  pronounced  the  key  of  our  harbor.  He 
left  Fort  Moultrie  because  it  was  untenable 
and  at  the  mercy  of  Sumpter.  He  chose 
Sumpter  as  his  fortress.  We  took  the  one 
he  had  deserted,  and  with  it  whipped  him  to 
his  heart's  content.  [Enthusiastic  cheer- 
ing] And  this  proud  fort  of  ours,  so  conse- 
crated in  the  history  of  our  country,  has 
again,  on  the  loth  day  o(  April,  achieved 
our  independence  as  it  did  in  the  memorable 
days  of  the  revolution.  [Renewed  applause.] 
Yes,  it  was  exultinglv  proclaimed  that  we 
had  not  the  power  to  do  it.  We  were  ridi- 
culed, and  we  were  held  up  as  the  chivalry 
of  this  country,  and  they  attempted  to  throw 
upon  us  even  scorn  and  contempt 

rcllow-citizens,  the  danger  may  not  yet  be 
over,  and  I  would  be  the  last  man  to  counsel 
tiny  premature  or  extreme  measures.  I  nev- 
er would  counsel  my  fellow-citizens  in  the 
day  of  projul  victory  to  anything  else  but  a 
noble  forbearance  and  a  noble  generosity, 
'i'he  man  who  defended  that  Fort  has  many 
of  the  attributes  of  a  brave  soldier.  Let  us 
not ftnly  show  that  we  are  a  brave  people, 
but  a  generous  and  magnanimous  people, 
and  that  we  would  not  use  anv  extreme  or 
exulting  language  calculated  as  unworthy  of 
a  high-toned  anil  chivalrous  race.  [Ap- 
plause] Remember  that  the  danger  is  not 
yet  over.  We,  perhaps,  may  have  just  com- 
menced the  opening  of  events  that  may  not 
end  in  our  day  and  generation.  Remember 


that  there  is  now  a  hostile  fleet  of  seven  jail 
off  your  harbor,  directed  by  bitter  and  ma- 
I  ligr  int  foes.  They  have  come  here  proudly 
scorning  and  contemning  your  position. 
They,  may  attempt  to  enter,  but  I  say  to 
them  this  night  in  defiance,  let  them  come, 
let  them  come.  If  they  do,  although  we 
may  not  wrap  them  in  flames,  as  we  have 
Sumpter,  we  will  wrap  them  in  the  waves 
and  sink  them  too  deep  ever  to  be  reached 
by  pity  or  mercy.    [Great  applause  ] 

But  three  months  ago  I  was  ridiculed  for 
attempting  to  fortify  the  Channel  on  Morris' 
Island,  and  I  was  ridiculed  for  attempting  o 
hold  Fort  Moultrie  ti.ider  the  fire  of  Sump- 
ter. I  was  ridiculed  for  attempting  to  keep 
out  what  they  call  the  United  States  Navy. 
Many  men,  although  our  best  men,  thought 
it  was  a  fruitless  undertaking.  But  in  the 
short  period  of  three  months  we  have  the 
Channel  fortified,  so  that  at  this  moment 
it  defies  the  proud  Xavy  of  the  United 
States. 

We  have  had  a  great  many  delicate  and 
peculiar  relations  since  the  2t)th  of  Decem- 
ber last.  We  took  the  lead  in  coming  out 
of  the  old  Union  and  in  forming  this  new 
Confederacy.  We.  therefore,  had  certain  re- 
lations to  those  who  were  to  come  out  and 
stand  by  our  side.  We  owed  a  great  deal  to 
those  who  were  expected  to  come  with  us. 
We  were  bound  to  consult  their  feelings  and 
their  interests,  and  it  was  due  that  we  should 
be  forbearing  as  well  as  free.  We  are  now- 
one  of  the  Confederate  States,  and  they  have 
sent  us  a  brave  and  scientific  officer  to  whom 
the  credit  of  this  days'  triumph  is  due. 
He  has  led  you  to  victory,  and  will  lead 
you  to  more  if  occasion  oilers.  [Great  ap- 
plause.] 

I  hope  on  to-morrow,  Sabbath  though  it 
be.  that  under  the  protection  of  Providence, 
ami  under  the  orders  of  General  Beauregard, 
commander  of  our  forces  from  the  Confed- 
erate States,  you  shall  have  the  proud  grati- 
fication of  seeing  the  Palmetto  flag  raised 
upon  that  fortress,  and  the  Confederate  flag 
oi'  the.-efree  and  independent  States  side  by 
side  with  it;  and  there  they  shall  float  for- 
ever, in  defiance  of  any  power  that  man  can 
bring  against  them.  [AppIause.J  We  have 
humbled  the  flag  of  the- United  States,  and 
as  long  as  1  have  the  iionor  to  preside  as 
your  Chief  Magistrate  so  help  me  God  there 
is  no  power  On  this  earth  shall  ever  lower 
from  that  fortress  those  flags,  unless  they  be 
lowered  and  trailed  in  a  sea  of  blood.  [Vo- 
ciferous applause.]  lean  here  say  to  you 
it  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  this  coun- 
try that  the  stars  and  stripes  have  been  ham- 
bled,  It  has  triumphed  for  seventy  years, 
but,  to-day,  on  the  13th  day  of  April,  it  lias 
been  humbled,  ami  humbled  before  the  glo- 
rious little  State  of  South  Carolina.  [Ap- 
plause.] The  stars  and  stripes  have  been 
lowered  before  your  eyes  this  day,  but  there 
are  no  flames  that  shall  ever  lower  the  flag  of 
South  Carolina  while  1  have  the  honor  to  pre- 
side as  your  Chief  Magistrate.  And  I  pro- 
nounce here,  before  the  civilized  world,  your 
independence  is  baptized  in  blood,  your  in- 
dependence is  won  upon  a  glorious  battle 
field,  and  you  are  free  now  and  forever,  in 
defiance  of  a  world  in  arms. 

We  have  gone  through  under  the  guidance 
of  Providence,  so  farsuccessl'ully  and  triumph- 
antly. We  have  met  the  danger  and  the  peril 
amid  the  storm  and  the  booming  of  cannon  ; 
and  yet,  wonderful  to  say,  triumphant  and  glo- 
rious as  the  result  has  been,  there  has  not 
been  a  single  human  being  sacrificed  in  this 
cause  so  much  identified  with  the  liberty  and 
the  independence  of  our  country.  This  must 
be  the  tiuger  of  Providence.  We  at  first 
stood  alone,  but  we  are  now  in  a  new  Confed- 
eracy of  States,  calculated  to  protect  the 
peace  and  independence  of  our  country,  and 
at  the  same  time  to  exercise  a  wise  forbear- 
ance and  generous  and  manly  conduct  to- 
wards all  other  nations. 

All  we  ask  is  plain  justice,  liberality,  hon- 
or and  truth  from  others,  and  all  we  ever 
Khali  submit  to  is,  and,  1  trust,  we  ever  shall 
extend  to  all  others,  the  liberality,  the  jus- 
tice, the  forbearance  and  moderation  which 
becomes  an  enlightened  and  a  great  people. 

In  the  events  which  have  developed  them- 
selves in  the  last  few  days,  we  are  at  least 
without  blame.  This  fort  was  held  up  as 
the  fortress  by  which  we  were  to  be  subjuga- 
ted and  kept  permanently  under  the  centrol 
of  a  Government  we  had  repudiated,  and  that 
was  odious  to  us.  We  made  every  advance 
that  reasonable  men  could  make  to  ask  for  its 
possessiou,  and  there  was  nothing  but  the  de- 
sire to  subjugate  that  could  at  all  make  it  an 
object  of  such  importance  to  be  possessed  by 
a  Government  from  which  we  had  with- 
drawn. It  was  peremptorily  refused  and  1 
was  informed  from  the  highest  quarters  that 
it  was  to  be  supplied,  and  that  those  sup- 
plies should  be  sustained,  if  necessary,  by 
force. 

Under  these  circumstances,  there  was  no 
alternative  but  to  make  the  last  sad  appeal 
to  ai-.ns,  and  the  God  of  Battles  and  this 
day  has  triumphantly  shown  that  we  were 
right  and  our  opponents  wrong. 

Now.  fellow-citizens,  go  to  your  homes. 
Be  mod;  -ate  and  abstain  from  every  act  and 
every  sentiment  of  extreme  language  or  un- 
worthy violence.  Show  that  you  are  not  on- 
ly really  free,  but  that  you  deserve  to  be 
tree;  keep  cool,  keep  firm,  keep  united.  A 
brave  people  are  always  generous  and  al- 
ways magnanimous.  We  can  meet  our  foes 
clad  in  steel  and  make  them  feel  the  weight 
of  our  metal  upon  any  field  of  battle,  but  at 
the  6ame  time  we  can  treat  them  with  that 
liberality  and  noble  magnanimity  that 
always  belong  to  a  generous  and  a  brave 
people. 

I  said  on  the  17th  nf  December  last  on  an 
oecas-on  similar  to  this,  that  true  South  Car- 
olina stood  alone,  but  iu  this  there  was  noth- 
ing to  tear,  for  she  had  on  a  memorable  oc- 
casion previous  to  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence itself,  stood  alone  and  fought 
the  ba.tle  of  Fort  Moultrie,  where  she  had 
sunk  the  ships  of  one  of  the  proudest  na- 
tions of  the  earth.  [Great  applause  ]  And 
I  said  to  you  that  on  the  bloody  battle  field 
of  Cherubusco  our  noble  regiment  had 
marched  across  that  field  under  a  fiery  storm 
such  as  has  seldom  been  seen,  and  that  if 
need  be  she  could  now  stand  alone  again  and 
fight  alone  for  her  independence  and  her 
liberty.  And  now.  fellow-citizens,  oil  this, 
the  13th  day  of  April,  1801,  she  has  again 
fought  alone  and  defeated  an  arrogant  and 
assuming  power,  and  she  has  gloriously  tri- 
umphed alone,  and  thus  again  Fort  Moultrie, 
which  was  so  dear  in  our  independence  of 
1770,  has  again  answered,  and  is  consecrated 
and  baptised  o-fer  again  in  our  independence 
and  freedom  of  1861.  [Applause.] 

1  studiously  declined  receiving  volunteers, 
who  so  nobly  and  so  gallantly  offered  them- 
selves, from  other  Suites,  because  we  had  so 
many  among  ourselves  who  desired  a  place 
of  danger  and  of  peril,  and  demanded  it  as 
a  right.  I  besides  desired,  as  we  had  begun 
it  first  and  alone  without  consultation,  and 
as  some  said  rashly,  I  desired  under  these 
circumstances,  that  if  we  had  to  tight  for  our 
independence  again,  that  the  battle  should 
be  fought  and  won  by  South  Carolina  alone, 
upon  the  same  bloody  field  where  she  had 
fought  for  her  independence  in  the  davs  of 
her  first  revolution.  [Great  applause.]  True, 
true,  we  owe  much  to  science  and  to  the  gal- 


lantry of  Gen.  BeeumgarA,  wlw  was  se«c  to 

!  us  by  the  President  of  the  Confederate  States 
We  do  owe  him  all  honor  and  nil  gratitude 

;  for  his  high  and  manly  bearing  and  noble 
conduct;  but  as  far  as  our  own  companies, 

lour  battalions,  our  regiments  and  our  men 
were  concerned,  the  triumphs  of  this  day 
have  been  due  literally  to  South  Carolina 

|  troops  alone.    [The  applause  was  so  great 

i  at  this  time  that  it  was  some  momen^  before 
Gov.  Pickens  could  proceed.]  I  do  not 
mean  to  say  this  (said  the  Governor)  by  way 
of  exultation,  but  as  due  to  the  truth  of 
history,  and  I  say  it  because  South  Carolina 
has  been  peculiarly  singled  out  and  abused 
and  traduced  and  sneered  at  as  being  too 
weak  and  too  s mail  to  defend  henelf.Ohc' 
was  accused  of  arrogance  and  presumption. 
But  this  day  shows  that  weak  as  we  were 
Supposed  to  be,  we  have  defied  the  power  of 
our  enemies,  and  defied  them  upon  their 
sought  and  chosen  battle  field. 

And  now  I  here,  in  the  name 'of  South 
Carolina,  return  the  gratitude  of  the  State 
to  those  gallant  and  intelligent  officers 
who  have  come  forward  and  so  gener- 
ously served  their  State  in  this  her  day  of 
trial.  And  they  are  too  numerous  even  to 
mention  in  detail;  and  I  return  the  thanks 
and  the  gratitude  of  the  State  to  those  brave 
and  true  and  patriotic  young  men  who 
have  left  their  business,  who  have  sacri- 
ficed their  greatest  interests  to  come  for- 
ward and  to  seek  eagerly  to  defend  their 
country  when  it  was  supposed  that  peril, 
danger,  and  even  death  were  inevitable.  It 
is  indeed  to  them  not  only  a  glorious  day  of 
triumph,  but  I,  too,  with  feelings  of  deep 
gratitude,  am  enabled  to  return  them  back 
to  their  loud  homes  and  kindred  uninjured, 
and  with  the  proud  consciousness  that  the 
honor  of  their  State  has  been  unstained, 
and  that  their  gallantry  has  been  shown  by 
the  noble  manner  in  which  they  have  man- 
ned the  batteries  for  their  country's  indepen- 
dence. It  is  to  those  men  and  those  officers 
that  we  owe  everything;  and  I  do  not  pre- 
tend to  claim  anything  mysel  I,  except  that 
my  heart  has  been  filled  with  deep  anxiety, 
and  I  have  spent  my  nights  in  painful  and 
constant  examination  of  all  the  details  and 
all  the  points  that  might  be  necessary  not 
only  to  save  the  lives  of  our  brave  men  but 
to  defend  the  independence  of  my  country, 
and  when  the  day  had  Co  nc  at  the  proper 
time  to  strike,  and  to  strike  for  her  inde- 
pendence, at  any  and  at  every  hazard,  let 
the  consequences  be  what  they  may.  .  [Fro 
longed  applause.] 

We  have  now  taught  a  great  lessen  to  this 
Confederacy.  It  is  now  clear  that  for  all 
purposes  of  justice,  of  equality,  and  of  com- 
mon liberty, our  American  institutions  arc  as 
strong  as  any  that  have  ever  been  offered  for 
the  government  of  man.  But  when  they 
are  perverted  to  the  purposes  of  injustice  and 
fanaticism,  o;'  insult  and  wrong,  that  those 
same  institutions  are  powerless;  and  that 
when  they  lose  that  power  which  comes  from 
right,  that  as  far  as  the  American  people  arc 
concerned  they  are  impotent  and  imbecile, 
because  the  heart,  the  great  heart  of  the 
American  people  in  reality,  beats  for  what  i- 
right.  [Immense  cheering.]  We  then  stand 
upon  the  right.  We  stand  upon  the  inalien- 
able right  of  a  people  to  choose  their  own 
institutions,  and  that  all  just  government 
rests  upon  the  consent  of  the  governed,  and 
that  any  government  that  attempts  to  exer- 
cise power  without  this  consent,  not  only  is 
unjust  to  a  brave,  true,  and  patriotic  people, 
but  that  people  can  defy  that  power,  and 
they  can  conquer,  and  they  can  triumph 
[Applause.] 

But  let  me  Bay  again,  fellow-citizens,  that 
I  am  in  rather  a  poor  condition  to  speak  at 
this  time  of  night,  under  the  confusion  that 
comes  from  a  noisy  street,  and  I  return  you 
my  thanks,  and  hope  there  may  be  no  events 
to  .sadden  the  future,  but  that  the  present 
glorious  day  will  ever  be  remembered  and 
sink  so  deep  into  the  hearts  of  a  grateful 
people  as  to  show  that  by  virtue  and  firm- 
ness, they  not  only  can  be  free,  but  prove  to 
the  world  that  they  deserve  to  be  free.  [Loud 
and  prolonged  applause.] 
The  Governor  then  retired. 


Hon.  John  J;  Crittenden 

The  tour  of  this  distinguished  Kentucky 
statesman,  through  this  part  of  our  State, 
has  been  marked  willi  many  incidents  which 
demonstrate  the  strong  hold  he  has  upon  the 
confidence  and  afl'ectiohs  of  the  people.  At 
most  of  the  points  visited  by  him,  he  has 
been  honored  with  public  receptions,  and 
everywhere  immense  crowds  have  assembled 
to  welcome  and  hear  him.  He  spoke  at 
Lancaster  on  Monday  last,  at  Stanford  on 
Tuesday,  and  at  this  place  on  Wednesday. 
He  reached  here  on  Tuesday  evening,  and 
came  into  town  under  the  escort  of  a  large 
procession,  with  flags  and  music.  On  ar- 
riving at  the  Union  fla"g  pole,  on  the  cor- 
ner of  Main  and  Fourth  streets,  the  pro- 
cession halted,  and  a  dense  crowd  assem- 
bled to  sec  f.nd  hear  the  statesman  whose 
eloquent  voice,  high  above  all  others,  has 
been  lifted  tor  peace  and  compromise  in 
our  troubles,  and  who  more  nearly  than  anv 
living  man  fills  the  place  of  the  great  and 
wise  Sage  of  Ashland.  He  was  welcomed 
to  our  midst  by  Hon.  S.  S.  Fry  in  a  speech 
replete  with  earnest  feeling  and  patriotism, 
to  which  Mr.  C.  eloquently  and  happily  re- 
sponded, alter  which  he  was  escorted  to  the 
residence  of  his  daughter,  the  estimable 
widow  of  the  lamented  Dr.  Young. 

On  Wednesday  morning,  at  11  o'clock, 
Mr.  Crittenden  addressed  an  immense  con- 
course of  ladies  and  gentlemen  in  the  spa- 
cious coach  repository  of  Mr.  S.  E.  Farrand, 
which  was  speedily  filled  by  the  crowd,  and 
hundreds  were  compelled  to  leave  lor  want 
of  room  near  enough  the  stand  to  enable 
them  to  hear.  His  speech  was  one  of  sound 
counsel,  delivered  with  that  graceful  oratory 
and  sterring  eloquence,  which  has  for  so 
many  years  characterized  and  given  power 
and  weight  to  his  public  efforts.  A  Iriend 
has  furnished  us  an  extended  review  of  his 
remarks,  which  wc  substitute  for  a  more 
lengthy  notice  we  might  otherwise  make  of 
the  position  occupied  by  Mr.  C.  We  wish 
that  every  man  in  the  Slate  could  hear  him.

Hoi-kinsville,  April  34,  1861 
In  consequence  of  the  sad  disaster  of  the 
burning  if  the  Western  Lunatic  Asylum,  tl 
officers  of  the  institution  found  it  impossible 
to  receive  and  properly  take  care  of  a  larger 
number  of  patients  than  was  lelt  in  their 
charge  after  that  unfortunate  occurrence, 
and,  to  save  the  tiouhleof  much  fatigue  to 
the  unfortunate  persons  who  might  be  assign 
ed  to  this  institution,  and  expense  to  the 
State  of  sending  them  when  it  is  impossibl 
to  receive  more  here,  and  place  them  in  such 
a  situation  as  the  well-being  of  most  of  that 
unfortunate  class  require,  until  the  burnt 
building  is  refitted,  the  Board  of  Managers 
sent  a  printed  circular  to  every  County  Judge 
in  the  State,  advising  them  of  these  facts. 
But  notwithstanding  this  timely  notice  was 
given  by  us,  numerous  applications  continue 
to  be  made  for  admission,  and  in  some  case: 
patients  are  sent  without  writing  to  the  Su 
perintendent,  as  the  law  directs,  to  kno 
whether  he  can  receive  the  patient,  and  if  so, 
whether  he  will  send  for  him,  unless  their 
own  safety,  or  the  safety  of  others  require 
them  to  be  sent  without  delay.

The  most  gratifying  spectacle  our  people 
have  witnessed  in  a  social  way  for  a  long 
time,  was  the  supper  and  assemblage  at  the 
Court-house  on  Saturday  bight — an  ov«tion 
to  this  distinguished  Kentucky  statesman 
The  supper  itself  was  superb  and  reflected 
much  credit  on  the  taste  of  the  host  and 
lostess,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Francis.  The  compa- 
ny consisted  of  about  one  hundred  and  twen- 
ty gentlemen  of  all  shades  of  political  senti- 
ment of  the  season. 

At  the  center  table  Judge  Breck  presided, 
Mr.  Crittenden  on  his  right.  Our  worthy 
and  venerable  townsman,  E.  II.  Field,  occu- 
pied the  other  end  of  the  table  as  Vice  Pres- 
ident. This  table  was  occupied  by  grey- 
headed men  entirely.  Every  seat  in  the 
large  hall  was  filled.  What  is  especially 
worthy  of  notice,  was  thecordial  salutations 
tnd  hearty  good  will  which  permeated  the 
whole  assembly.

tellect which  once  adorned  the  Senate  of  the 
United  States— Clay,  Webster,  Calhoun,  and 
a  few  other  names  not  born  to  die    In  re- 
calling the  great  men  of  that  period,  and  in 
reading  their  debates  in  the  Senate  and  be- 
fore the  country,  one  was  reminded  of  Mil- 
ton s  battle  of  the  giants  : 
"From  their  foundations,  loosening  to  and  fro, 
They  plucked  the  seated  hills  with  all  their  load, 
Rocks,  waters,  woods,  and  by  their  shaggy  tops 
Uplifting,  bore  them  in  their  hands." 

How  changed  was  the  spectacle  now!  A 
fragment  of  a  Senate  of  second-rate  men, 
many  of  them  without  talents,  without  edu- 
cation, without  experience  in  public  affairs, 
nnd  without  a  moral  principle;  fanatics  and 
demagogues  who  had  sought  and  obtained 
power  and  place  from  the  folly  and  corrup- 
tions of  the  times.  Truly  the  remark  once 
made  by  a  distinguished  Kentuckian  had  I 
been  verified:  "These  are  the  days  of  tri- 
umphant and  mediocrity."  Men  who,  by 
pandering  to  the  different  sections,  to  the 
passions  and  prejudices,  and  even  the  igno- 
rance and  bigotry  of  men,  have  raised  a  storm 
which  they  could  not  allay  if  they  would: 
small  men  in  large  offices,  powerless  but  for 
evil.  That  such  small  men  should  destrov 
so  great  a  country  !  but  who  can  rebuild  anil 
reconstruct  nothing  ! 

Already  the  din  of  civil  war  is  borne  on 
every  breeze,  and  we  can  almost  see  the 
flames  and  smoke  of  burning  cities,  towns 
and  peaceful  homes.  What  a  spectacle  for 
those  who  have  caused  these  calamities! 
From  amidst  the  ruins  and  the  woes  which 
they  have  brought  upon  their  unhappy  coun- 
try, they  may  now  look  forth,  and  say  with 
the  fallen  angel, 

"Seest  thou  yon  dreary  plain,  forlorn  and  wild, 
The  seat  of  desolation,  void  of  light, 
Save  what  the  glimmering  of  these  livid  flames, 
Casts  pule  and  dreadful?    Whither  let  us  tend 
From  off  the  tossing  of  these  fiery  waves. 
There  rest,  if  any  rest  can  harbor  there. 
And  re-assembling  our  afflicted  powers, 
Consult  how  we  may  henceforth  offend 
Our  enemy,  our  own  loss  bow  repair. 
How  overcome  this  dire  calamity, 
What  reinforcement  we  may  gain  from  hope; 
If  not,  what  resolution  from  despair." 

Gentlemen,  had  the  country  obeyed  the 
voice  of  our  own  distinguished  guest,  all 
these  calamities  would  have  been  avoided.

Proclamation  by  the  Governor. 

Recent  events  are  of  so  startling  a  charac 
ter  as  to  render  it  imperatively  necessary  that 
the  Legislature  of  Kentucky  be  again  con- 
vened in  extraordinary  session.  It  is  now 
apparent  that  the  most  energetic  measures 
are  being  resorted  to  by  the  Government  at 
Washington  to  prosecute  a  war  upon  an  ex- 
tended scale  with  the  6eceded  States.  Al- 
ready large  sums  of  money  and  supplies  of 
men  are  being  raised  in  the  Northern  States 
for  that  purpose.  The  tread  of  armies  is  the 
response  which  is  being  made  to  the  meas- 
ures of  pacification  which  are  being  discuss- 
ed before  our  people,  whilst  up  to  this  mo- 
ment we  are  comparatively  in  a  defenseless 
attitude. 

Whatever  else  should  be  done,  it  is,  in  my 
judgment,  the  duty  of  Kentucky,  without 
delay,  to  place  herself  in  a  complete  position 
for  defense.  The  causes  for  apprehension 
are  now  certainly  grave  enough  to  impel 
every  Kentuckian  to  demand  that  this  be 
done,  and  to  require  of  the  Legislature  of 
the  State  such  additional  action  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  general  welfare.  To  this 
end,  I  now  call  upon  the  members  of  the 
General  Assembly  to  convene  at  the  Capitol, 
in  Frankfort,  on  the  OTH  DAY  OF  MAY, 
1861.

Items  by  Telegraph. 

New  York,  April  27. 
The  Herald  has  a  di.«patch  from  a  special 
correspondent  sent  to  Pensacola,  who  was 
not  allowed  to  reach  there.  He  derived  au- 
thentic information  of  the  condition  of  affairs 
there,  and  to  the  21st  there  had  been  no  ac 
tion.  and  General  Bragg  has  intimated  his 
inability  to  reduce  Fort  Pickens.  His  army 
is  said  to  be  demoralized.  He  has  also  inti- 
mated that  he  will  act  purely  on  the  defen- 
sive. Eight  United  States  vessels  were  off 
Pickens  on  the  21st,  with  their  guns  ready 
for  immediate  action.  It  is  believed  they 
would  attack  the  navy  yards  and  forts  adja- 
ceut.  The  correspondent  passed  Montgome- 
ry on  the  22d  Davis  was  making  active 
preparations  to  attack  Washington. 

He  saw  troops  en  route  to  Richmond. 
They  received  arms  and  equipments  at  Au- 
giista. 

t-Gen.  Renau  of  Tennessee  was  at  Motgom- 
ery  concluding  arrangements  for  sending  two 
thousand  men  in  citizens'  dress  to  Baltimore 
and  Washington,  to  secretly  operate  in  an  at- 
tack near  Washington.

Philadelphia,  April  28. 

The  Seventh  Regiment  of  New  York  will 
occupy  Georgetown  Heights  to-morrow  morn- 
ing. Twenty-five  hundred  troops  are  at  An- 
napolis Junction  ;  about  three  thousand  at 
Annapolis  City,  and  one  thousand  at  Perry- 
ville.    Sherman's  battery  at  Elkton. 

Two  locomotives  went  to-dav  from  Phila- 
delphia to  stock  new  route.  Fort  Mc Henry 
was  actually  reinlorced  this  day,  and  Fort 
Carroll  occupied.

Whereas,  for  reasons  asserted  in  my  pro- 
clamation of  the  19th  instant,  a  blockade  of 
the  ports  of  the  seceded  States  was  estab- 
lished, and  whereas  public  property  has  been 
seized,  the  collection  of  the  revenue  and  du- 
ty obstructed,  commissioned  officers  wJiile 
executing  orders  have  been  arrested,  held  as 
prisoners,  or  impeded  in  their  official  duties 
without  due  legal  process  by  persons  claim- 
ing to  act  under  the  authority  of  Virginia 
and  North  Carolina,  and  an  efficient  blockade 
of  the  ports  of  those  States  will  also  be  es- 
tablished.
